evenings

sion of any kind should be wel- 
come. Yet most of us, typical,' I 
suppose, of all humans who 'are 
inherently 
lazy, 
postpone 
our 


tackle chores until time is .very 
much the essence of- the matter. 


It does not pay-to postpone tackle 


overhaul. Dirt and , grease 
in 


reels and not dressed-for the whi- 
ter, tend to take on'reel-coil, and, 
in the case of fly, lines, come 'off 
like watch springs, ~'i 


Of course, since the advent 
of 


glass rods and nylon lines, tackle 
overhaul is not the.-'onerous chore 
it used to be, Glass does, not 'dis- 
integrate as does untended bam- 
boo. 
Just the -same, it is a- good 


plan to go over your rods. 


First off, take a Ipok at 
the 


ferrules. 'Chances are that they 
do not fit smoothly as they did 
when they were new, That .can be 
remedied rather easily. Don't - 
and I repeat, 
DON'T - remove 


grease and 'dirt from a ferrule by 
means of an abrasive. Those fer- 
rules fitted perfectly when they 
were new. Instead of scrubbing 
hem with sandpaper, emery pa- 
er or steel wool, simply 
clean 


them with alcohol, lighter fuel or
